Court ruling may impact 
Part 97 


A. federal court has rejected the 
FCC’s revised method of assessing fines 
against broadcast, cable and telephone 
company licensees who violate commis- 
sion rules, This legal finding could also 
impact the agency’s ability to enforce the 
Part 97 Amateur Service Regulations. By 
way of background, in 1991, the FCC 
abandoned its long-standing case-by- 
case approach to assessing fines against 
licensees who violate the Communica- 
tions Act. In its place, the agency agreed 
to set “Base Forfeiture Amounts” of fines 
for offenses in most of the services that 
it oversees including those encompass- 
ing personal communications activities. 
A telecommunications trade organiza- 
tion known as the United States Tele- 
phone Association challenged the fine 
schedule on grounds that the FCC 
adopted the new rules without notice and 
without allowing interested parties to 
comment. The U.S.T.A. claimed the rule 
was unfair because the fines were higher 
than those assessed against broadcast- 
ers and cablers. For example, the re- 
vised fine schedule called for broadcast- 
ers and cable operators who make un- 
truthful claims to the FCC to be fined 
$20,000, while telephone companies 
would face a fine of $80,000. Some 
“Base Forfeitures” in the Amateur Ra- 
dio Service were set at $8000. Accord- 
ing to news reports, on July 14, the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit in a 3-0 decision 
turned down the new FCC rules. In fact, 


the court went so far as to say that the 
agency knowingly failed to give all inter- 
ested parties the opportunity to comment 
on the policy change before it was 
adopted. The court’s rejection of the fine 
schedule could even jeopardize the gov- 
ernments new schedule of punitive for- 
feitures against broadcasters who violate 
equal employment opportunity rules. This 
is because the FCC adopted new E.E.O. 
fines without first allowing interested 
parties to comment on the regulations. 
Already, the National Association of 
Broadcasters has already sent a letter to 
the FCC asking that the E.E.O. fine 


‘schedule be scrapped and all outstanding 


assessments be canceled. Several hams 
who are currently the target of FCC fines 
based on the portion of the new Base For- 
feiture Schedule are already saying that 
they too will demand the actions against 
them be canceled as well. And this gives 
the FCC has only three possible options. 


It can appeal the Circuit Court findings 
to the United States Supreme Court seek- 
ing a reversal of the lower court decision. 
It can revert to its pre-1991 monetary for- 
feiture schedule and issue a Notice of Pro- 
posed Rule Making on a new schedule of 
fines. Or it can abandon all regulatory 
enforcement of the rules it creates and 
place the burden for disciplining commu- 
nications regulatory violators on a gov- 
ernment agency with investigatory and 
prosecutorial power such as the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The bottom line appears 
to be this. The FCC may now be reluc- 
tant to assess fines for any but the most 
egregious regulatory violations. This is 
because court decisions in matters of com- 
munications made on constitutional 
ground are normally considered relevant 
and enforceable in all commission gov- 
erned services including Personal Com- 
munications.

Since 1986 when the govern- 
ment passed ECPA 86, a bill that pro- 
hibited LISTENING to cellular tele- 
phone conversations, the tide of as- 
sault on the heretofore assumed rights 
of users of all forms of telecommuni- 
cations has risen dramatically. 

In the June Issue of FLORIDA 
SKIP, I wrote of the Clipper Chip 
technology under consideration by the 
government that would provide easy 
access to any system or individual at 
their discretion. The Clipper Chip 
still looms in limbo while the gov- 
ernment searches for innovative and/ 
or obscure ways to force the intrusive 
technology on the unwilling public 
and industry. 

Since ECPA 86 was gutless and 
unenforceable, it was a foot in the 
door to regulate LISTENING. It pro- 
vided a foundation for many jokes and 
a lot of speculation as to how the au- 
thorities were going to catch one LIS- 
TENING to these protected frequen- 
cies. Meanwhile, the cellular indus- 
try continued to promote their prod- 
uct as a secure and private mode of 
communication. 

Meanwhile, law enforcement 
authorities increasingly used cellular 
phones as an adjunct to their VHF/ 
UHF clear frequencies while conduct- 
ing a “media hysteria” campaign on 
how criminals use scanners as an 
early warning system to assist in their 


activities. 

Ignored in all the fuss, was the 
fact that there were thousands of cases 
where “/aw-abidin’ ” casual scanner 
listeners assisted in emergencies and 
provided information that led to the 
apprehension of criminals. I was one 
of them as a matter-of-fact. 

I alway had a scanner running 
and monitored the police and local 
repeater frequencies. Some people 
have music playing in the background 
but many of us “radio people” tend to 
have a radio or scanner tuned to radio 
communications. 

I happened on a BOLO (Be On 
The Lookout) for a young, blond, 12- 
year old girl on a blue two-wheeled 
bike who had been missing from her 
home for several hours. Through some 
quirk of fate or divine intervention, 
call it what you want, I glanced out 
my front window and within seconds 
of hearing the police BOLO, I observed 
a child exactly fitting the description, 
riding down the street. I immediately 
called the police department and 
within minutes the patrol car drove by. 
IT WAS THE MISSING GIRL and she 
was miles from her home and lost! 

I have heard of and have read 
many other examples of scanner lis- 
teners providing assistance to the po- 
lice. 

However, there was paranoia 
within the law-enforcement commu- 
nity about SECURE communications 
and an obsession to switch all com- 
munications to multimillion dollar 
trunked communications systems in 
the cellular band. In Brevard County,

the transition is complete. The voice com- 
munications are not normally encripted 
and with considerable difficulty, one can 
still monitor police communications. For 
a time, they transmitted “pseudo 
encription” tones designed to freeze scan- 
ners after the termination of a conversa- 
tion and discourage listeners from quickly 
picking up on the other end of the con- 
versation. Experimenters soon defeated 
the relatively primitive system, the de- 
vices were readily available and the “se- 
cret” communications could be moni- 
tored, however difficultly. 

Soon, even the most technically 
naive cellular phone users were realizing 
that cellular phones were not so private 
and secure after all. The government and 
the cellular industry knew there was a 
serious chink in their armor and this led 
to the enactment of the 1992 Scanner Ban 
that banned the production, modification, 
import and use of scanners capable tun- 
ing the cellular band. 

This is like a playground pick-up 
baseball game where the rules evolve as 
the game progresses. One kid always got 
a hit when he came to bat. The opposing 
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team would huddle and decided that he 
had to use a smaller bat. He would still 
get hits. So the team huddled and made a 
rule that he had to use a broom handle. 
He still continued to get hits. Finally, the 
opposition decided the only way to solve 
the problem was to prohibit him from 
using a bat altogether. So the kid used 
his head (protected by a helmet) and still 
got hits. What a dilemma! Now there is 
no recourse. The kid was simply not al- 
lowed to play. 

That is sort of where we stand to- 
day what with the introduction of the 
Edwards/Leahy Digital Telephony bill 
which addresses electronic surveillance, 
privacy protections, government access to 
transactional data (ie. the addressing-in- 
formation contained in e-mail logs), and 
expansion of current law to protect the 
radio portion of cordless telephone con- 
versations from “unauthorized surveil- 
lance”’. 

The “expansion of current law to 
protect the radio portion of cordless tele- 
phone conversations from ‘unauthorized 
surveillance” is very troubling because 
quietly sitting in this bill are SECTIONS 
7 & 9, making it a crime to monitor ra- 
dio communications that are not 
scrambled, encrypted or non-public and 
to be in possession of a scanning receiver 
or hardware or software used to gain ac- 
cess to these so-called unauthorized fre- 
quencies. Violators face 15 years and up 
to $50,000 fines. 

What this says folks is that if this 
bill is passed, IT WILL BE ILLEGAL 
TO POSSESS a “scanning receiver” 
much less be caught LISTENING TO 
a devious device that captures “non- 
public” transmissions. What exactly are 
“non-public” transmissions? That’s just 
about everything, as I see it. 

; Also residing is the bill is a redefi- 
nition of the term “scanning receiver”. 
A scanning receiver now embraces test 
equipment such as spectrum analyzers 
and even old TV sets capable of receiv- 
ing UHF. Using the logic of banning ev- 
erything capable of receiving these ultra- 
secret and protected frequencies, perhaps 
the government might want to look into 
banning the human ear! This would solve 
the whole problem rather quickly. 

The following is a reprint of Sec- 
tions 7 through 9 of the bill which is re- 
ceiving very unfavorable reviews from 
knowledgeable authorities including the 
Electronic Frontier Foundation (EFF) and

the Electronic Privacy Information Cen- 
ter (EPIC). Read it and make your own 
judgement. 

SECTION 7. PENALTIES FOR 
MONITORING RADIO COMMUNI- 
CATIONS THAT ARE NOT 
SCRAMBLED, ENCRYPTED, OR 
NON-PUBLIC. 

Section 2511(4)(b) of title 18, 
United States Code is amended by de- 
leting the phrase “or encrypted, then - 
” and inserting the following: “, en- 
crypted, or transmitted using modula- 
tion techniques whose essential pa- 
rameters have been withheld from the 
public with the intention of preserving 
the privacy of such communication, 
then -” 

SECTION 8. TECHNICAL

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Vanity Calls...Me

Well, in discussing vanity calls 
maybe I can communicate a few things 
to the ham radio fraternity (not to forget 
the YL’s). 

Asa railroader’s son, I learned rail- 
road telegraphy before I was out of high 
school - in fact, helped out a bit down at 
the De Leon, Texas depot before I gradu- 
ated high school and went to Texas A&M 
College in 1930. The first thing that 
caught my eye after coming out of Sbisa 
(mess) Hall, was the shack off to the left 
labeled, WSAQY, the student’s ham club. 

Although sufficiently hazed as a 
freshman, I got tobe SOMEBODY in the 
ham shack since my code ability was way 
well beyond the others. I even helped out 
at the Western Union Office on rush days 
and attended ROTC code classes for 
American and International codes. 

Since I was weak on theory, upper- 
classmen helped me and in the spring of 
1931, the license examiner came through 
and administered exams. I was ready! 
One of my classmates, Martin Cornell, 
another freshman, who already had the 
call WS5PN said, “Fred, when you take 
your license exam, ask in writing for a 
two-letter call like mine.” 

At that early age, I didn’t care about 
status and I told him a two-letter call 
didn’t mean anything to me. So I wound 
up as the original holder of the call 
WS5BOU. 


After hamming from home for a 
few months, I gave it up partly because 
of low funds (the great depression, you 
know), until I got I got rebitten by the 
bug in 1948 in Miami, Florida. 

My renewed ham activity spurred 
me on to complete my education in 1952 
(having begun in 1930) and now I was 
ready for the band-new Extra Class test. 

The very first day the test was of- 
fered, January 2, 1952, I showed up at 
the FCC office in San Francisco. 

“Sorry, we don’t give exams this 
day of the week. Come back tomorrow,” 
they said. Bright and early the next day, I 
showed up again. I inquired if I would be 
the first one examined at that station. 

“No, we gave the exam to one of 
our engineers yesterday,” was the reply. 
So much for fair play! 

In 1954, I got tired of the West 
Coast and headed east. Upon visiting the 
nation’s capital, I thought I would visit 


the FCC and see what they were up to. I 
was shown around the place by a very nice 
lady who showed me the day’s mail. 

“We bundle this up and will get to 
processing it in six weeks,” she explained. 
Then she showed me the records of all 
the country’s amateur radio operators and 
stations. 

“The are entered three ways,” she 
said, “by name, by call and by location, 
all alphabetized.” 

I asked her to look up my old friend 
Martin Cornell. No problem! He had 
moved to Ohio and under the rules of that 
time, had to have a W8 prefix. 

“We give a two-letter call holder 
another two-letter call and the same two 
letters if available. Otherwise we go right 
down the alphabet to the next open call. 
So now he is W8PS.” 

I made sure to get Martin’s current 
address so I could write to him immedi- 
ately. Would you believe....he didn’t an- 
swer for 23 years! But he did answer and 
we struck up a good exchange of corre- 
spondence. 

After his graduation, Martin ob- 
tained a job in a steel mill in Ohio. Sadly, 
the steel mill fume ruined his health so 
he retired early and went to California; 
his QTH when he finally answered my 
letter. Sadly, he became a silent key 
shortly after that. 

I had returned to Florida and lived 
in Fort Lauderdale. I got my second call 
back, W4NYF. I was active in the 
Broward Amateur Radio Club for years 
and served as president for one year and 
as the originator and chairman of the 
Auctionfest for 11 years. I struck up a 
friendship with Jack Wainwright, W4IEH 
who shared my interest in DXing. I beat 
him to the WAZ award when I worked 
Zone 23 (which he lacked) and I couldn’t 
find him soon enough for him to snag it 
too. 

Jack and I were interested in get- 
ting two-letter calls. (Mr. Prestige raises 
his ugly head!) I was cheap; I waited un- 
til the FCC removed the fees before tak- 
ing advantage of the deal to choose your 
own two-letter call, if available. I asked 
for something that would suggest tele- 
printer operation like, TT, RY, TD or TR. 
I got my first choice (TT) and hence, I’m 
now known as N4TT. 

My friend Jack, W4IEH also had 
an itch to scratch. He worked CW a lot

and was tired of CW ops who were un- 
able to get their DITS together. (IEH be- 
ing two dits, one dit, four dits). Jack had 
heard that a certain individual at the FCC 
in Gettysburg would give him another call 
if it was available. 

“For Heaven’s sake, just give me a 
call that sounds good on CW,” he pleaded. 
He got K4KY; dah dee dah - dah dee dah 
dah: Not bad, eh? 

I was a WWII veteran and one can 
read my little tale in a back issue of QST 
that commemorated the 50th anniversary 
of Pearl Harbor. I was interested in the 
history of WWII and read extensively 
about it. I became interested in the Civil 
War and visited several of the battlefields; 
Petersburg, Richmond, Antietam, 
Middletown, Fredericksburg and so on. 
One afternoon I was in Gettysburg to visit 
the scene of the famous three-day Battle 
of Gettysburg. After touring the battle- 
field, I went to a local restaurant, pur- 
chased a local newspaper and prepared 
to have my evening meal. 

I scanned the paper and the front 
page headline read, “FCC ENGINEER 
CHARGED WITH SELLING CALL 
LETTERS” I was astonished but on re- 
flection, I was convinced that my friend 
Jack (now a silent key), being extremely 
frugal, would not have paid a dime for 
special call letters! 

So much for another brush with 
vanity and the FCC. 

Several years ago, I read a lengthy 
letter deploring the tendency of hams to 
seek vanity calls. So what’s the big deal 
about vanity calls. Vanity has been known 
to infect the big boys of broadcasting. 
How about WACO in Waco, Texas; or 
KGOR in Ft. Lauderdale (owned by R. 
H. Governor Gore); and KLID in Poplar 
Bluff MS (owned by Don Lidenton), and 
WGET in GETtysburg PA! 

I got my vanity and retained my 
sanity while others frantically lobby for 
vanity. Reminds me of a song of the 60’s, 
“You're so Vain”.

Noise from Jupiter 


According to the RSGB, British 
Broadcasting Corporation’s TV show 
“The Sky at Night” reports that amateur 
observations of radio noise from Jupiter 
have shown a correlation between noise 
at 20.4 MHz and the impact of fragments 
of comet Shoemaker-Levy-9. Dave 
Sumner, G3PVH, presented a paper on 
his own observations of Jupiter noise at 
the AMSAT-UK Colloquium last week. 
There is much additional data from ama- 
teurs, which has yet to be fully analyzed, 
the RSGB said. 

On this side of the pond, three 
Pennsylvania amateurs report similar ob- 
servations. Gene Pressler, W3ZXV, Kurt 
Magni, NN3C and Walt Rauscher, 
N3EVV, built a radio telescope in 
Pressler’s back yard to listen to Jupiter 
noise on 21 MHz. Their corner reflector, 
made of wood and chicken wire, measures 
22 ft wide by 13 ft high. The three re- 
corded Jupiter noise on audio tape as well 
as plotting it on paper with a strip re- 
corder, and sent the data to the Society 
for Amateur Radio Astronomy in Atlanta 
for analysis, Pressler said.

FCC plans to 


reorganize 


The FCC has proposed to reorga- 
nize several of its bureaus and offices. A 
new Wireless Telecommunications Bu- 
reau is to have as a co-deputy chief Ralph 
Haller, who currently is chief of the Pri- 
vate Radio Bureau and is well known to 
amateurs. 

Richard M. Smith, now head of the 
Field Operations Bureau, is to be chief 
of a new Office of Engineering and Tech- 
nology. 

Beverly Baker, who is now deputy 
chief of the Private Radio Bureau, is to 
become chief of the Field Operations 
Bureau. 

FCC Chairman Reed Hundt said, 
in announcing the proposed reorganiza- 
tion, that wireless and international were 
the areas calling for the ‘biggest 
changes.”’ He said that personal com- 
munications systems and other emerging 
technologies made a Wireless Bureau 
necessary. 

Hundt said that an International 
Bureau ‘’will better meet the challenges 
ahead as the FCC continues its role in 
international telecommunications, work- 
ing with the Department of State and 
National Telecommunications and Infor- 
mation Administration (NTIA) in the 
promotion of the Global Information In- 
frastructure.” 

Scott Blake Harris is to be chief of 
the new International Bureau. He cur- 
rently is the chief of the Office of Inter- 
national Communications. 

The reorganization will become ef- 
fective when formal Commission and 
Congressional approval has been ob- 
tained, as well as approval of the labor 
union representing FCC employees.

DIGITAL DITHERINGS Joe Burnham, WD4KAV 


I hope you’ve been having fun 
NET/ROMming yourself around your 
LAN (and hopefully OUT of your LAN 
too). 

By now, you’re an old pro at “do- 
ing NET/ROM”...and are looking for new 
challenges, right? Well...here’s your 
chance. 

Today (tonight...this 
morning....pick whichever is appropriate) 
we'll unravel the mysteries of the ROSE 
switch. This type of networking software 


is very popular in south Florida... and also © 


parts of the Northeast...where it got it’s 
start. You may not have a ROSE switch 
in your life now, but you MAY in the fu- 
ture. 

Both ROSE and NET/ROM have 
their supporters and detractors... but the 
simple fact is that each has advantages 
and disadvantages (just like being single, 
and being married). 

(For those who wonder about such 
things, “ROSE” stands for “RATS. Open 
System Environment”, and “RATS” is an 
acronym for the Radio Amateur Teletype 
Society). 

You may remember that NET/ROM 
switches work using “over the air” rout- 
ing info to tell each other how to get your 
packet from NET/ROM “A” to NET/rom 
“B”, and are identified by mnemonic 
names, like “WPB3” (West Palm Beach 
on 03), “FIPS” (Port Saint Lucie ‘1’) etc. 

The advantage of NET/ROM is that it’s 
relatively easy to sit down at your com- 
puter, connect to a NET/ROM node, look 
at the NODES list, and gain an idea of 
what other switches you can connect to 
(and where they are located). 

Using ROSE is a bit different. To 
use a ROSE switch, you DON’T connect 
to it at all...you just include it’s call and 
the destination AREA CODE and EX- 


CHANGE in your CONNECT 
statement...just as if they were 
“digipeaters”. 


If I want to connect to WB4KGY 
in the West Palm LAN, using the Stuart 
ROSE SWITCH (in TCLAN), I would 
type C WB4KGY V K4NTA-3,407655. 
“K4NTA-3” is the callsign of the TCLAN 
ROSE SWITCH, and “407655” is the 
area code and one of the exchanges in 
use in WB4KGY’s part of the state.. 

The callsign of the West Palm 
_ ROSE switch (on 145.03) is WASHXZ- 


3. If WB4KGY wanted to connect to me, 
HE would type C WD4KAV V WA4HXZ- 
3,407220. “407220” is the AREA CODE 
and EXCHANGE is ONE of those that 
cover my area. — 

In reality, ROSE SWITCHES cover 
LOTS of EXCHANGES, and the EX- 
CHANGE in use at the switch may NOT 
be the ACTUAL one that is used by your 
friend. The ROSE SWITCH knows how 
to route to ALL EXCHANGES in it’s 
area...ONE EXCHANGE is chosen as 
“default”...but others will work. Try it, 
and see! (Most folks stick with the de- 
fault exchange, since it’s easiest to re- 
member). 

How do you find out what cover- 
age a ROSE SWITCH has...and what 
other switches it links to? Use the INFO 
function (mentioned above). Just CON- 
NECT to “INFO” via your local switch. 
To connect to INFO at the TCLAN 
switch, you would type: “C INFO V 
K1VAO-3,407220”. 

You would shortly see “Connected 
to INFO” on your screen, followed by a 
screen full of information, like the one 
below:

We covered quite a bit of 
ground this time. Packet really isn’t all 
that “technical”, but as with any mode, 


you ve got to learn the “in’s and out’s” if 
you want to really accomplish anything. 
Don’t let the seemingly endless barrage 
of new terms (NODES, SWITCHES, 
DIGIPEATERS, ROUTING TABLES, 
etc) throw you a loop. Get on the air and 
HAVE FUN! It will all seem “second 
nature” after a while! 

Next time out, we'll take a quick 
look at some of the more unusual things 
you can do with Packet. How to SEND 
ASCII FILES, SEND PROGRAMS, and 
SEND “ART”,

Computer Communications 


Software 

Thinking about buying a Modem? 
After last month’s article about the vast 
untapped resources available, I thought 
there would be a rush on the computer 
stores. Just add the modem to your list 
right under the Power ranger’s Action 
Figure Set (if you have kids, you'll un- 
derstand). 

If you did buy a new modem or have 
had one and didn’t know what to do with 
it, maybe we could put it to good use. 
First, your new modem probably came 
with a communication software package 
as part of the deal. As you well know, 
anything you get for free or nearly free is 
usually worth what you paid for it. If you 
tried to use your modem with the soft- 
ware that came with it, you may be con- 
fused or disappointed or both. It may be 
that you just need to spend a little more 
money and buy a good communication 
package. I know of a couple that are less 
than a hundred dollars that offer univer- 
sal capabilities or if you want to subscribe 
to a service, the service company can pro- 
vide you with a package that works di- 
rectly with their bulletin board. 

Both Prodigy and CompuServe pro- 
vide starter packs that include a software 
package (DOS, Windows or MAC) and a 
coupon good for some free air time on 
the service. Large commercial bulletin 
boards are not free. CompuServe charges 
by usage, kind of like the phone company. 
Prodigy charges a monthly fee and allows 
unlimited access. Both of these services 
have vast resources and databases. The 
topics available are broad or specialized. 
If you have a question about your car or 
need help with a software package, some- 
one out there can answer your question. 
These software packages were designed 
for users who are not necessarily com- 
puter literate. They are menu driven and 
perform the task of connecting and veri- 
fying you to the database automatically. 
Once in, there are menu prompts to help 
you navigate and an editor for writing 
messages and saving them. 

If you wish to use local and pri- 
vately operated bulletin boards, you may 
wish to purchase a universal communi- 
cation package. I use a package called 
PROCOMM PLUS by DataStorm. It is 
available at most computer software stores 
as well many other fine products. A uni- 
versal package like PROCOMM PLUS 
has a basic command set for logging into 
bulletin boards and sharing information 
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and files as well as a scripting language 
for automating operations. PC Plus (for 
short) comes with scripts already written 
to automatically log into some of the large 
commercial services so it can perform 
most of the functions of the specialized 
packages that you would have to buy oth- 
erwise. 

O.K., now you bought your new 
software. Now what! Well, let’s go 
through the package and see how it 
works. 

PLUG IT IN 

Most modems use one of the 
COMM ports in your PC (there are places 
in the operating system for up to four). 
The internal modems use a COMM Port 
but you don’t actually have to connect a 
wire. They just look like the Serial Port 
Card to your computer. The external 
modems actually connect to a serial port 
with a cable. The modems are designed 
to use a straight cable (pin 1 to pin 1, 
etc.). These cables are available at the 
computer store or may have come with 
your modem. Be careful using COMM 
ports 3 and 4. Although there are four 
COMM ports allowed in your PC, there 
are only two interrupts and some serial 
port cards take over the interrupt lines 
and will not share them. Also some soft- 
ware packages like mouse programs use 
the interrupt driver in the operating sys- 
tem exclusively and will not share with 
the modem. If you plan on using Ports 3 
and 4, stick with an internal modem that 
can use one of the other free interrupts 
like interrupt 5 (usually reserved for the 
second printer port). 

MODEM SETUP 

In any software package, there is 
always some setup required and this is 
where many people have the most trouble. 
Better software packages know the diffi- 
culty of setup and they have gone to great 
pains to automate the process. When you 
install the program, the installer probably 
will ask you what kind of modem you 
have and where it is located in your sys- 
tem (electronically, that is). The brand, 
model and serial port are all that’s needed 
here. If you used a non-standard inter- 
rupt as described above, you will need to 
change the interrupt number as well. If 
you bought an off-brand modem that is 
not listed, you can choose the default set- 
ting for modem type but may not work 
and now you have to get into the more 
difficult parts of setup—Init Strings. 
Each modem comes up in a default state 
when you power up but after that, the 


modem will be in a state that it was last 
left. When you start a communication 
program, the software sends the modem 
an Init String which forces the modem 
into a default state. The software com- 
pany has already tested the modems that 
are in his installer list and provided you 
with the correct Init String. If your mo- 
dem is not on his list, then you will have 
to read he instructions that came with 
your modem to figure out the correct 
string. here’s an example of an Init 
String: 


“AT E1 S7=60 S11=60 V1 X1 QO 0=0” 

AT 

Tells the modem that modem pro- 
gramming commands are to follow. 

E1 

Tells the modem to echo what is 
typed on the screen. This is called full 
duplex. 

S7=60 

Tells the modem to wait 60 seconds 
for a valid signal from the computer that 
you are trying to establish communica- 
tion with. 

$11=60 

Tells the modem to space the dial- 
ing tones sixty seconds apart. 

v1 

Tells the modem to use words and 
not numbers when sending status back to 
the communication program (this varies 
with the software that you buy). 

X1 

Tells the modem to use an extended 
set of response messages (this also varies 
with the software that you buy). 

Q0 

Enables the response messages. 

S0=0 

Disables auto answer. If this is set 
to a one, then the modem will answer any 
calls that are on the line. This could be 
frustrating if you share the line with voice 
users (like the rest of your family). 


This example is just some of the 
features that you may want to program 
into your modem when it is initialized. 
The command set and the default settings 
are included with your modem. The de- 
fault settings are usually the correct set- 
tings so you don’t have to configure ev- 
ery item especially since the high speed 
modems available today may have sev- 
eral pages of commands. 

Next month, I will discuss the other 
parts of the communication program so 
stay connected.

13cm Band may be saved from reallocation 


ARRL’s effort to protect Amateur 
frequencies in the 13 cm band from real- 
location is a step closer to success with 
the release this week of a report from the 
FCC to the Commerce Department that 
strongly supports continued Amateur 
Radio presence in the band. The report 
disagrees with NTIA’s preliminary rec- 
ommendations that large portions of the 
band be reallocated for other uses. The 
frequencies that NTIA had identified for 
possible reallocation consist of 2300-2310 
MHz, 2390-2400 MHz and 2402- 2417 
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MHz, which have been shared by Ama- 
teur Radio on a secondary basis with 
Government services. When the process 
is completed, FCC will administer the 
reallocation of frequencies identified by 
NTIA. While the FCC report praised 
NTIA for its efforts, it stated that the 
NTIA proposals require modification. 
FCC cited concerns in the Amateur com- 
munity that reallocation would disrupt 
Amateur operations in the band, and that 
NTIA failed to meet the statutory require- 
ment that it attempt to determine the ex- 
tent to which the band could be shared 


with the Amateur service. The report 
noted that ‘’the largest factor affecting the 
future use of these bands is their existing 
availability for use by the Amateur ser- 
vice.” ‘*While we’ re not out of the woods 
on this one yet,’ says ARRL President 
George Wilson, “it is beginning to look 
like the comments filed by knowledge- 
able West Coast hams combined with the 
League’s Washington effort may well suc- 
ceed in carving out territory for contin- 
ued Amateur development in the micro- 
wave bands.”’

A friend relayed an interesting 
comment made by a new ham to me. 
Apparently this newcomer told my friend 
he was disappointed with Amateur Ra- 
dio. This individual felt that there was 
nothing to do and that he was wasting 
time with his new hobby. 

I was surprised that an article in 
Worldradio had expressed concern that 
many newcomers felt the same way and 
were dropping out. The ARRL reported 
that they could not contact a large per- 
centage of new HAMs who had appar- 
ently dropped out. 

In one of the clubs that I belong to, 
the former Presic ent and I had discussed 
the problem of attendance with regard to 
the New HAMs. They would come to one 
or two meetings then disappear. Attempts 
were made to provide them with help such 
as building antennas from easily avail- 
able materials and giving code lessons, 
etc. Our club has a complete radio sta- 
tion for them to learn how to operate on 
HF as well as VHF and VHF packet. 

You would think that with all that 
is available in HAM radio, there would 
be plenty to keep anyone interested and 
busy. Unfortunately even those who have 
been licensed for years don’t always use 
what is available. 

When my wife and I started out a 
few years ago to become HAMs, we 
couldn’t find out where to start. It took 
us months to find someone who could 
even direct us to someone who could help 
us get started. Actually the contact was 
purely by accident. During a conversa- 
tion with Sam, the manager of a local 
Radio Shack, he told us of a HAM who 
would help us get started. He dug out a 
phone number for the now late Bob 
Watson (W4DTV) in a nearby town. I 
say nearby, which may have stretched the 
term, about 35 or 40 miles from our home. 

We called Bob and not only did he 
get us started with advice on what to study 
but he helped us get started on code. 
When the time came we took the Novice 
written and the code in his kitchen. Any- 
one who has ever known Bob knows that 
we not only got started with our novice 
licenses, but we were guided into Army 
MARS. Bob was one of those wonderful 
people who not only loved Amateur Ra- 
dio but believed we should use it for some- 
thing worthwhile. He believed we should 
pass on the helping hand to others who 
were starting out. 

Why are so many of those starting 


out in Amateur Radio disenchanted? | 
think there are a number of reasons. 

First, we, as Amateurs, are gener- 
ally invisible. As the Florida State Pub- 
lic Relations Officer for MARS, I have 
struggled to answer the question of how 
do families, and friends, contact us so that 
they may send free messages to their loved 
ones in the military overseas. During the 
Saudi incident our station handled over 
2000 Health and Welfare messages in a 
period of five weeks. You would think a 
lot of people would have originated these 
messages but we found many, many in- 
dividuals did not know about the service. 
Not even those on base knew anything 
about MARS. Members had put signs 
up everywhere to little avail. 

HAMs do not like putting up signs 
everywhere to inform those who would 
be interested. When you think of it, only 
a few special people are really interested. 

HamFest, field days, and displays 
are set up with stations in MALLS and 
other public places to make Amateur Ra- 
dio visible. We need to continue this and 
maybe get more publicity in the Newspa- 
pers, etc. I’m sure various clubs make 
this effort but it can be a tough job to reach 
potential HAMs. 

Now, once we get them started, 
what do we do? In many cases, nothing. 
We have started them out and it is up to 
them to move ahead. The problem is, in 
what direction? 

The fault isn’t one sided. The new- 
comer cannot just sit there and do noth- 
ing and expect a miracle to happen. Each 
one must do some things to help them- 
selves. 

First, most new HAMs will have a 
2M radio. This will be a Hand-held or a 
transceiver in their home and/or car. 
They need to be encouraged to get in on 
local nets. They may check in for weeks 
on end and never be asked to deliver a 
message or even get a query, but there 
are other things that they do gain by be- 
ing there. First, the local HAMs on the 
net get familiar with you, your callsign 
and where you live and you learn their 
call signs and interests. 

Second, the beginner will hear in- 
formation about club meetings, breakfast 
get-togethers, special events and many 
more bits and pieces of information. 


Go to club meetings, not just one 
club but as many club meetings as you 
can. After all each and every club has its 


own characteristics. Get to know all of 
them and meet the people there and make 
a decision which one or ones you like and 
then join. Then attend meetings and get 
involved. In a short time you will find 
people that you can talk to and get help. 
You may be surprised to find out that you 
may know something that the other mem- 
bers don’t. 

Third, get involved in ARES, 
MARS, Church Emergency Work or 
whatever.. From each and every one of 
these services you can learn a lot and you 
will find it satisfying in addition to ex- 
panding your horizons. 

If you can, buy various magazines 
and look them all over. You will find that 
each one is slanted in different aspects of 
the hobby. Ask questions about what you 
read. 

Join in contests, 10-10, DX, and 
special events. You may not find some 
of these to your taste and you might 
bounce back and forth till you find what 
you really enjoy. Members of the clubs 
do specialize. Seek out help in what ever 
seems interesting. Don’t be afraid to ask 
questions. Get to know those who are 
more experienced in your common inter- 
ests. In most cases, they will be more 
than happy to help you. 

One other problem comes to mind. 
Newcomers don’t always get an article 
like this to read so I ask you readers to 
pass it on. Maybe you will be able to solve 
some of these problems.

ate in two parallel 
emergency communi- 
cations exercises. This new combination 
underscores the commitment of Army 
MARS to serve its current and potential 
Federal customers with the skills and pro- 
fessionalism that are trademarks of Army 
MARS. 

The Army MARS exercise used the 
normal Army MARS nets which meet in 
each state to define the network capabil- 
ity that is always available for the Fed- 
eral agencies to use. It was felt that this 
configuration would be a more accurate 
indicator of the overall network than one 
which depended upon special emergency 
nets being called. In practical terms, the 
operation plan (OPLAN) did not require 
each state to test and exercise its call-up 
procedures; however, these procedures 
were used in many states in order to best 
inform the MARS membership and to 
encourage participation of the member- 
ship. Such practice and response mecha- 
nisms are vital to the effectiveness of 
Army MARS in each state. 

One of the questions that was re- 
peatedly asked prior to the activation of 
the SHARES/Army MARS OPLAN 94- 
2 was “What is SHARES?” 

James R. Kerr, who works out of 
the Office of the Manager, National Com- 
munications Systems (NCS) has provided 
much information in answer to that ques- 
tion. 

“The National Communications 
System (NCS), in its role of planning for 
contingency telecommunications to sup- 
port national security and emergency pre- 
paredness (NS/EP) requirements of the 
Federal Government, established the 
Shared Resources (SHARES) High Fre- 
quency (HF) Radio Program.” 

Many of the Federal Departments 
and agencies “have established high fre- 
quency radio systems to support their NS/ 
EP communications requirements. The 
extent of these HF systems, coupled with 
propagation characteristics of the high 
frequency radio spectrum, advances in HF 
technology, coverage of HF radio to re- 
mote locations, and survivability of HF 
stations make HF radio an ideal media 
for supporting NS/EP.” (James Kerr) 

These are the very same reasons 
that HF communications will continue to 
be the backbone of Army MARS opera- 
tions. HF, coupled with VHF and other 


technologies, makes Army MARS an 
unbeatable network of communications. 
By participating in customer-driven ex- 
ercises, Army MARS is demonstrating 
what a valuable national asset the MARS 
system has become. 

Continuing with SHARES, how- 
ever, it was found that while each Fed- 
eral Department and agency had set up a 
highly workable HF system, the 
interoperability between agencies just did 
not exist. Network operations, procedures 
and frequency assignments were differ- 
ent for each agency. The network opera- 
tions and the procedures could be easily 
adapted but the differing frequencies cre- 
ated real problems. In short, they could 
not talk to each other. 

Recognizing these shortcomings in 
the system, the NCS established and de- 
veloped the SHARES HF Radio Program 
which was “fielded” on 1991. 

The Director of Military Support 
(DOMS), one of the primary Army 
MARS customers, had the honor of be- 
ing named the 1000th station to join 
SHARES. LTC “Dutch” Thomas accepted 
the SHARES Participation Plaque on be- 
half of DOMS. (DOMS is the agency 
through which Army MARS sends most 
initial information about crises and emer- 
gencies that are occurring nationwide. 
This program, new to Army MARS, has 
“taken off’ and DOMS officials are very 
pleased with the messages and informa- 
tion being received.) 

This item found in the May 1994 
issue of the “SHARES Information Bul- 
letin” describes the addition of this new 
station to the SHARES family. 

“1000th Station” 

“The Director of Military Support’s 
(DOMS) HF radio station, located in the 
Pentagon, is the 1000th HF radio station 
to join the SHARES program. 

“DOMS serves as the Secretary of 
the Army’s agent for military support to 
civil authority. In presenting LTC Fenton 
Thomas (DOMS) with the SHARES Par- 
ticipation Plaque, Mr. Robert M. 
Marquette, Deputy Manager, NCS, com- 
mented that adding this key station as a 
link between the Federal agencies and the 
critical center for military support to civil 
authorities can only strengthen SHARES. 
In receiving the presentation, LTC Tho- 
mas commented that HF is an important 
tool used by DOMS as it goes about the 
business of providing military support to 
civil authorities, and that participation in 
SHARES provides DOMS with an 


equally valuable tool in maintaining com- 
munications with Federal agencies.” 

With DOMS maintaining such 
communications, essential information 
must flow to DOMS continuously. That 
is the new responsibility of Army MARS. 
That is what will make the entire system 
even more valuable than it was before the 
inclusion of DOMS in the SHARES do- 
main. The value-added feature of the EEI 
Reports of Army MARS cannot be over- 
looked.

Section 2511(2)(a)(i) of title 18 
is amended by striking out “used in 
the transmission of a wire communi- 
cation” and inserting in lieu thereof 
“used in the transmission of a wire or 
electronic communication’. 

SECTION 9. FRAUDULENT 
ALTERATION OF COMMERCIAL 
MOBILE RADIO INSTRUMENTS. 

(a) Section 1029(a) of title 18 is 
amended by striking the word “or” at 
the end of subparagraph (3) and add- 
ing the following new subparagraphs: 

“(6) knowingly and with intent to 
defraud uses, produces, traffics in, has 
control or custody of, or possesses a 
telecommunications instrument that 
has been modified or altered to ob- 
tain unauthorized use of telecommu- 
nications services; or 

“(6) knowingly and with intent 
to defraud uses, produces, traffics in, 
has control or custody of, or pos- 
sesses (i) a scanning receiver or 

(ii) hardware or software used for 
altering or modifying telecommunica- 
tions instruments to obtain unautho- 
rized access to telecommunications 
services.” 

(b) Section 1029(c)(2) of title 18 
is amended by striking “(a)(1) or (a)(4)” 
and inserting in lieu thereof “(a)(1), 
(a)(4), (a)(5) or (a)(6)”. 

(c) Section 1029(e)(1) of title 18 
is amended by inserting “electronic 
serial number, mobile identification 
number, personal identification num-

ber, or other telecommunications ser- 
vice, equipment, or instrument identi- 
fier,” after “account number,”. 

(d) Section 1029(e) of title 18 is 
amended by striking the word “and” 
at the end of subparagraph (5), by 
striking the period at the end of sub- 
paragraph (6) and adding “; and”, and 
by adding the following new subpara- 
graph: 

“(7) the term ‘scanning receiver’ 
means any device or apparatus that 
can be used to intercept a wire or elec- 
tronic communication in violation of 
chapter 119 of this title.”

FCC garners award 


The Federal Communications 
Commission’s ‘’Auction Team”’ has re- 
ceived the Hammer Award °’for reinvent- 
ing government initiatives.” The Com- 
mission said that the award recognized 
that the auctions (which were for 
narrowband Personal Communication 
Service spectrum and interactive video 
allocations) served consumers by licens- 
ing new services faster, served the public 
by selling rights to the spectrum rather 
than giving it away, and served industry 
by getting licenses to those ‘’who value 
them most highly.’’ The FCC Auction 
Team includes employees who worked on 
allocation and auction rule making as 
well as the team that organized and car- 
ried out the actual auctions in late July. 
After 47 rounds of bidding, the PCS auc- 
tion earned more than 600 million dol- 
lars for the ten nationwide licenses being 
auctioned. An interactive video spectrum 
auction earned an additional 214 million 
dollars for 574 licenses that will be used 
for new broadcast services. Vice President 
Al Gore made the award presentation. He 
said *’Small and independent (govern- 
ment) agencies have been leaders of re- 
inventing government. At the FCC, 
which has less than 2,000 employees, re- 
invention efforts have moved the agency 


from red tape to real results. Employees 


of the Commission have set a new stan- 
dard for government performance, put- 
ting their customers, the American 
people, first,” Gore said.
